wcrk in a manner that will satiety the 
masses ot republicans thronRhont the 
state, and result in a grand victory ot the 
party at the polln in November." 


There was a notable define of harmo- 


ny in tho convention. Tbere were no 
sharp contests for places of honor. There 
was no disagreement as to the character 
ot the resolutions; the convention to a 
mao was in favor ot Governor East fur 
tho presidency, and the simple mention 
ot his name was suflioiont to produces 
Btorm of applanss. 


The platform whioh was dratted and 


read byithe Hon. Horace Kibleo, ot the 
Milwaukee Sentinel,- is a splendid one, 
and was adopted without a single dis- 
senting vote. The first section reads as 
follows: 


On the subject ot protection their views 


are expreaned in the platform 
whioh 


Abraham Lincoln' approved, and 
on 


whioh he was elected, viz.: That while 
providing revenue for the support ot the 
Keneral govern m en t by duties on im- 
ports, sound policy requires such adjust- 
ment ot these imports as to encourage the 
industrial interests: c.f tho whole country, 
and wo commend the policy ot notional 
exchanges whioh saoures to tho working 
men liberal wages, to agriculture remun- 
erative prices, mesbamoB and manufac- 
turers an adequate reward tor tbeir skill, 
labor and enterprise, and to the nation 
commercial prosperity and independence. 


Tee saotion referring to Mr. Cleve- 


land's message is 0110 ot point and 
strength, and reads in tbia wise: 


They denounce tbo last annual mes- 


sage of President Cleveland as an at- 
tack upon American industries in the 
'interests ot freo trade. 
They oppose 


the tariff bill now pending in congress, 
reported by a majority of the commit- 
tee on ways and means, as an nnjnst, 
dishonest and sectional measure, shaped 
to meet the exigencies of a party in- 
stead of being designed to promote the 
general interests and unfairly aiming a 
blow at the industries ot one section or. 
tho country, while shielding thoso ot 
the other. 


The platform favors tho admission of 


South Dakota, and the passage of a pen- 
sion bill which shall give relief to dis- 
abled veterans and subsistence to tho 
helpless widows and orphano of deceased 
scildieri, without regard to the 
timo 


when disability 
w6b incurred or the 


cause ot death. Tbo section of the plat- 
form pertaining to Governor Busk reads 
as follows: 


The republicans of Wisconsin, repro-

Candy as made in New York to-day em 


ploys facn almost entirely. The work is 
bard and requires a good deal of strength 
Facldn" it into boxes and selbns it is tho 
•work ol girls and women. Tho place where 
it is made may bo any kind of a room or ccl 
lar whero tbe furnaces can be set up. 


Tho things necessary aro large coppc 


kettles, slabs of marble or stone, a larg 
table or two nnd a largo book fastened, t 
a post or the wall. To these are added 
thermometer marked to 400 degrees Fahren- 
heit, a cutter liko a rolling-pin, with move- 
able cutting dishes of steel which can bo 
set at different distances from each other, a 
pair of scales, some machines which, by 
turning a crank, will force tho candy 
through and mold it rhto such little shapes 
as tho peppermint drops; some stamps to 
form lozcugers, a pair of scissors and two 
or threo knives. Of course, sugar ol va- 
rious kinds, honey, flavoring extracts, nuts 
and fruits must bo added, for It is out of 
these that the candy is actually made. 


Now watch a candy-maker as ho makes 


a batch. Taking an open copper kettle, ho 
puts in brown sugar and water. Placing 
this on tho open furnace ho lots it toil until 
tho thermometer shows there aro 330 de- 
grees of heat. Into tho brown and bub- 
feW mass he pours n quantity ot strips of 
fresh cocoanut, and mixes tho whole thing 
together with a long stick. 


As the process goes on tho boiling mass 


gets darker and darker. Suddenly ho takes 
out the stick, and, seizing tho pot by its two 
handles, lifts it to tho big marble slab, 
•which he has previously robbod with sweet 
oil With a rapid motion he pours it all out 
in a crest cake, and almost as fast as it 
touches the tablo the candy sticks «> tho 
bottom in a tlun layer, holding tho cocoanut 
strips on top. With tho cutting roller ho 
marks it out into strips about two inches 
wide These aro then lifted from tho slab 
bv having a long knifo ran under them, sep- 
ar-tod and as soon as they oro perfectly 
cold they are piled up on trays and aro 
ready to be sold. 


Tho next "batch" is to bo turned out into 


long sticks. They are to ba two colors 
Mcht yellow and tvhlto. This tune tho batch 
is cut Into two parts and each ono while 
still hot is rolled up into a mass like a loaf

Taken from tho hook, it Is put 
on top of tbe browa candy and the two arc 
moulded into a mass. Carrying this over to 
tho long table, tho confectioner begins to 
pull out oao ond ol it. As ho works it 
lengthens unUl it is a stick about eight feet 
Jong and about the sizo ol a man's third 
finger. 


Tho so-called cream which, is insidotho 


chocolate creams so many people liko, is 
xaado Quickly. Whits sugar, honey and 
water are mixed and boiled until the tem- 
perature reaches 250 degrees. Sometimes, 
il tho cream is to be vary soft, 270 degrees 
aro enough. Then it is put asido to cool in 
tho kettle. It now looks like a mass of col- 
or'.ess jelly moro than any thing else. But 
•when it Li only about as warm as the hand 
tbo cream is beaten. At this point tho fla- 
voring goes in. As tho beating goes on it 
begins to tarn white until at last it is liko a 
mass of ice-cream in color. Then it is dono 
and is poured into tho keg in which it is kept. 
Hera as it becomes perfectly cold it gets 
hard so hard that it has to be dug out with 
o knife in great, lumps. To get it soft again 
ready to cat it is pounded and worked with 
tho hands until it gradually becomes liko 
nutty that has been thoroughly kneaded for 
uso. If chocolate creams aro to bo made 
out of it little cones are moulded by the fin- 
gers and dipped for a moment into tho hot 
chocolate. 
Tho rule is the higher tha boat the harder 


tho car-dy when made. Tho degrees of heat 
necessary range Irom 240 degrees Fahren- 
heit to 840 degrees, and.thoso most com- 
monly used aro ISO, 2SO, 300 and 320 degrees. 
Thoso in candy making may bo called soft, 
liko the creams, soft liko soft taffy, hard 
liko hard taffy and very hard like cocoanut 
candy. Tho candy will not burn as long as 
it is stirred and not allowed to get above 
these temperatures, but the difficulty is that 
at tho last it rises very rapidly^
